To the members of the city council 


and the officers of the city individ- 
ually and collectively, I wish to say 
that I am under many obligations to 
you for the kindness and aid so gen- 
erously extended m all our intercourse 
connected with the municipal admin- 
istration during the past year just 
closed.

I suggest that brick walks should be 


laid on all the streets in the business 
or central part of the city, and plank 
walks be laid and kept in re; air in the 
residence and suburban parts, except 
in cases where parties desire to fur- 
nish brick for sidewalks, then a tem- 
porary gravel walk mignt be put 
down. 
It would, it seems to me, be 


an improvement on the present man- 
ner of constructing sidewalks and 
paying for the same out of the general 
taxes, to lay them at the cost ot prop- 
erty benefited, and pay for the same 
by special assesment. 


At present we have a gravel street 


leading from the Old Square by east 
Main and Water streets to the depot, 
while the Square itself presents the 
appearance ot the oft repeated term 
a "barn yard," is unsightly and un- 
clean, and incapable as It now is to be 
kept in any other condition. The best 
interests of the city are held back, and 
its beauty marred and blurred by the 
mistaken idea that a public wagon 
yard is a benefit to the property sur- 
rounding it I would be pleased to 
see you adopt some practical plan of 
converting this interesting spot mto 
somethme that would ornament and 
not disfigure the comely proportions of 
this proud city. And I would be still 
further pleased if when you have done 
with the Old Square what in your 
judgment seems best, you would im- 
prove Merchant and North Main sts. 
as far north as Prairie, aud Prairie 
from North Mam to Water street bv 
graveling, macadamizing or Othoi wixe, 
which might, and I think should be 
done by specul assessment. If >ou 
should concur In my recommendation 
and make said improvements, I would 
then suggest to you the propriety of 
selecting and providing some place to 
be used as a market for the sale of 
hay, grain, wood and produce, HS near 
the centre of the city as possible, so as 
to accommodate seller and buyer, and 
at tne same time aid in relieving the 
Old Squaie from that burden. 


I called your attention, one year ago
